Voice of America covers all of Noj'th Viet-Nam with strong 
m.ediuin and short wave signals. There is no evidence of jamming. 

The following assets are employed: 

-- million-watt medium wave transmitter 
at Poro Point, Philippines 

-- 50,000 watt medium wave transmitter at Hue 

-- 3 short wave transmitters at Tinang, Philippines 

Since the North Vietnamese invasion, VGA's signal has been 
upgraded through the use of satellite relays (at the cost of an 
additional $26, 000 per inonth), VOA broadcasts five hours daily 
dui’ing prime evening tij.ne (6PM - 11 PM local). Hue transirritter 
carries an additional hour repeating the previous hours's programming 
(6 pm •' midnight local). Total programming on medium wave has 
been more than doubled since the President's new initiative. 

Radio receivers are available in North Viet-Nam. Conservative 
estimates plcicc the number at 7 5, 000, and Vv/e believe they are 
primarily in the hands of cadre and military personnel. In addition, 
DRV official monitoring services have the capability of reviewing 
the content of VOA broadcasts for the NVN leadership.
